RACE FEELING THERE ALSO 


The Natives Like White Americans Better 


Than Europeans—A Great Opening 
for Trade from This Country.

Freetown, Sterra Leone, Africa, April 
20.— Having completed my annual con- 
forencse work, I have had more time to 
travel around and Inspect the city. Yew 
terday afternoon, learning that the cor. 
ner stone of a technological institute 
was going to be laid, I in company with 
the celebrated Dr. Blyden, eald to be the 
greatest Nngulst on earth, and Dr. 
Heard, our United States minister to the 
ropublſe of Liberia, wended my way 
round to the place to witness the core 
mony. 

A large foundation about walst high 
had already been built up, and boards 
were lald upon the same, making a beau- 
tiful platform, with chairs, banners, ote., 
giving the place an imposing appear 
ance, Soon came his excelloney, the gov- 
ernor, and sulte, Canton Taylor Smith 
(white), and fourteen white ministers, 
judges, lawyers, diplomats, merchants, 
te., and twelve white ladies, some of 
whom ars not married as the laws of 
our state would sanction, while the 
black, half black and quarter black were 
innumerable. They crowded around In 
all directions, but among the African 
portion were men of position, rank and 
wealth. 

A chairman was appointed, siuging 
and prayer were had, and remarks and 
avecches followed. Three white men 
spoks and three black, But it was a 
rhetorical-gladlatorial contest. Rev. 
Villam Vivian, a Metbodist minister, for- 
merly of England, bowerer, turned the 
geales and gave the victory to the 
whites, for I have rarely beard euch elo- 
quence combined with 80 much learning. 
Noevertheless, the Africans made the Eu- 
ropeans pull up for onee. 

Speech making being over, the gover- 
nor laid the corner stoue, and made a 
speech which predicted a great future for 
Africa and Africans, and was cheered to 
the echo, 


RACE PREJUDICE THERE TON, 


After all, I find race prejudice here. 
These Africans feel that this is their coun- 
try, and while they are willing to trade, 
do business, barter and learn from the 
white man, they do not want him hbere 
as a ruler, or the buckra, which means 
white man in their language, as negro 
means black in our language, buckra, 
white man, poto farabera, whito 
woman. 


It mortifies mo to we great stores filled 
with all kinds of dry goods; tron ware, 
erockery hats, «hoes, boots, looking 
glasses, statuary, drug stores, millinery 
goods, te,, and none from the Unlted 
States, The African comes In here and 
at Bathürst, and at Sherbro, and all 
along the coast, for fire and eight bun- 
dred miles, to buy everything that be- 
longs to civilization,and every year the 
demand is almost doubled, yet outside of 
one little grocery shop, kept by the Afri- 
can cousul, all there stores are supplied 
by Eng and, France, Germany, Italy and 
Spain, keeping along the African coast 
532-steamsbips busy the year round, 
and not one steamer from America, 
when the Africans are almost crazy for 
American trade. 

A depot for American medicines alone, 
would pay any where along the coast. 
The Africans have the highest regard for 
American medicines. They bellove that 
American doctors and medicines are far 
auperior to the English, French, ote. 
Some are weak enough to be euepicions 
of European doctors any u ay. 


THEY LIKE AMERICANS BERT 


It is strange that the Africans ordioar- 
Ily ha ve far more respeet for white Amer- 
loans than Europeans, chiefly, I bolleve, 
because 0 many Afro-Americans are 
over there, and then they say Americans 
are not trying to rob them of thetr coun- 
try like the Europeans, Ihese are gen- 
eral remarks from the masses of the peo- 
ple.

The P. M. M. Society, being desir- 
ons to recognize the self-aacrificing la- 
bors of our late lamented sister, Sarah 
Gorham, who fell at hor post as a mis- 
lohsry at Magbelly in August last 
year, bas decided to erect to her mem- 
ory a mission house at this thriving 
mission station in connection with our 
Wert African mission. 
Th's has been the most deeply felt 
need of onr work at Magbelly, and it 
hes been « «0urce of much gratifleation 
to ns who ate immediately connected 
with the work, That the last absorb- 
ing wah of our aninted sister, now in 
glory, has been so highly regarded, 
whereby the adlvantement of our Afri- 
can mission work wonld be thus en- 
hanced, for really this nodertaking bas 
inspired a most powerful incentive and 
awakened the brightest hope of ſnture 
aggressive movement. Hence we hail 
the oceagion with the most profound 
delight. 
The Mite Society have already ad- 
ranced $600, which has enabled us to 
enter upon the work in right carnest, 
with the hope we will have it com- 
pleted before the heavy rains come in. 
The main body of the building is 29 
foot by 24 feet, with a veranda on three 
vides, 6 feet from the body of the 
house. It is two stories high. On 
the upper floor there are 6 rooms, the 
largest intended for « parlour. The 
lower floor will bs divided into 2 
apartments, one to verve as & cinas 
room, and the other to be parti- 
tioned for dormitory for the mission 
children. The roof is being covered 
with corrugatedziron, which was spe- 
eially ordered from England. This 
will make the building more costly 
than wo bad at first calculated, and yet 
it is tho wisest after all. As far as we 
have gone, we find that the work will 
cost butween $700 or $800, -xclnsive of 
the painting, which we bope we sball 
be able to accomplich, It is the finest 
and most substantial building erected 
in the town of Magbelly since the cre- 
ation of the world. 
The work is rapidly progressing. 
The roof is now being covered, and to 
euable ns to have it completed, would 
#0licit the co-operation of the friends 
of our mission. This is the main ob. 
ject of this urgent appeal, which 1 
hope will excite the practical sympathy 
of not only the sisters of the church, 
but of all who love the noble cause for 
the extension of the Redeemer's king 
dom. 
The women of the church have suc- 
ceeded to make the mission what it is 
today, for really what we have is owing 
to their indeſatigable effort. Our suc- 
ces is truly astonishing, in spite of 
the many disadvautages we have ex- 
perienced, And now we would earnest- 
ly entreat, on tbe behalf of tarab 
Gorham's memorial, that will be a 
stauding monument and nomistakable 
proof of the deep iuterest and self- 
denying effort ſor the advancement of 
the mission among the heathen. 
Every cent will be faithfally for- 
warded by Mrs. May A. Campbell, the 
treacurer of tho society aud will be ap- 
propriated for no other purpose than 
the object for which it has been sub-

CELEBRATION OF THE FIF- 
TEENTH AMENDMENT IN 

PONTIAC, MICH.

The celebration of the Fifteenth 
Amendment, given by the Afro-Amer- 
jean citizens of Pontiac, was largely 
attended, and from the loud peals of 
applanse which greeted each speaker, 
we believe that all present were well 
antisfied, The meeting was called to 
order by the chairman, Mr, A. Win- 
ter-, who, after a fow welkchosen 
words, introduced the Rev. J. L. Mott, 
pastor of the A. M. E. Zion church, 
of Pontiac, we led in a very power- 
ful and impressive prayer, thanking 
God for all the privileges that we now 
enjoy, aud also that further bleavings 
would crown ns as a nation, After a 
selection from the Pontiac City 
Band, tho chairman introduced Dr. 
Mayor, II. 8. Chapman, who gave a 
short but very able address of wel- 
come, The reading of the fifteenth 
amendment by Miss Mary Evans was 
the crowning feature of the evening. 
Miss Evans is an accomplisbed young 
lady of our city, of whom we are 
justly proud, and it is uscless to take 
time and space bere to state that she 
did well. The audience was enter- 
tained farther by listening to come 
witty remarks by Mr. John Grant; s 
solo by Prof. Davidson, and a en 
brief remarks by Mr. Chas, Dreper, an 
old and respected citizen of Pontiac. 
The chairman, when introducing the 
«peaker of the evening, said, 
„that when Frederick Douglas, 
America's renowned orator, fell 
asloep in denth, the Negro 
race wept, and wondered who would 
be his successor, nnd thoy rau the 
mind's eye down the list of all tho eplen- 
did orators of the different states, were 
still dizsatisfied. At last, as though 
by divine inspirations, their minds re- 
turned back to the old state of Michi- 
gan, there, in the city of Detroit, they 
were pleased to find the man, who, in 
the near future, would lead his pooplo 
and who now is, one of the greatest 
orators of his rave. That man is none 
other than Hon. James M. Hender- 
sou. 

Mr. Henderson came forward greet- 
ed by the grandest applause. He paid 
a glowing tribute to Fredrick Donglass 
as the greatest sclf-made man kuovn 
to the American people. One or two 
important thoughts that fell from 
the lips of tho orator, we would 
wish to impress upon tho minds of the 
people. He said he hoped the time 
would soou come when there shall bo 
no premium on white and no discount 
on black, but when every man, irre- 
gpective of color, shall be appreciated 
for his manliness, or despised for bis 
meauness, He trusts, also, that the 
conscience of the nation shall be 80 
0 improved that its laws shall be ap- 
plied with equal justice to black and 
white, The discourse was lengthy as 
welt as eloquent and everyone missed 
a rare treat that failed to hear him all 
during the evening. B. J. Soott's 
banjo elub, assisted by the Poutiac 
City band, rendered some very choice 
solections. After the literary program 
many friends remained and partook of 
a bonntifal supper and returned to 
their homes well pleased with their 
evening of enjoyment. 


After the grand celebration given 
Thursday evening, March 28th, '95, 
Poutiae was not allowed to settle 
down to rest and quietude but the 
following week, Wednesday evening, 
was entertained by Mrs, Rev. G. T. 
Thurman, Jackson's, Mich., dramatic 
and humorous eloentionist, Her en- 
tertainment was superb, being re- 
ceived with rounds of applanse. - Mrs. 
Thurman also organized a Ladies 
Foreigu Missionary Society of which 
the auticipation is a bright future 
with many helpful results for Africa. 
Mrs. Thurman's visit to Pontiac has 
left a lasting impression of gratitude 
upon the minds of all the people of 
the community.

But 1 do thiuk that 
Tom onght to have been charitable 
enongh to bave awaited my arrival be- 
fore pnblishing the yarn that some of 
my children and geveral of my friends 
became considerably annoyed over. 1 
have only to say, that when I went to 
Washington ofty to have an interview 
with tho president in regard to Dr. 
Heard's appointment, I never 
en Senator Morgan until 
I went into tho committee room 
on foreign relations, which was then 
in session and asked Senator Morgan, 
Senator Sherman and three other sen 
ators present, if they would confirm 
Dr. Heard at once, so he could ac- 
company me to Africa, and they told 
me they would do so the following 
day, which they did. When I went to 
nee President Cleveland, I carried 
vome thirty odd rooummentdatiang for 
tko appointment of Dr. Heard, con- 
sisting of a large bundle of papers, 
and all that chat attributed to the 
president and my coughing aud clear- 
ing off my throat is mere jargon. In- 
deed, the whole story is untrue, In 
regard to myself and the Liberian 
mission, the only shadow of truth that 
conld be connected with the story is 
that some time last year, or possibly 
year before last, (for 1 do not recol- 
leet), two cabinet officers and an- 
other high government functionary 
said to me, that the president wanted 
to give mo that appointment, and if 1 
would take it I could appoint a depn- 
ty, who wonld do all the work, and 1 
conld go on with my Episcopal busi- 
nes and visit Africa once or twice n 
year; and that it wonld not in the 
least interfere with my Episcopal da- 
ties. And as tho president appeared 
to be appointing nobody, it appears 
that I wrote in reply to somebody's 
letter, that if such wes the case I would 
accept, bat that I ever fignred for the 
office is untrue. For God aud the 
brethren pat me in the bishopic and 
no wirepulling, and I would take no 
office that would militate against every 
dischargoe of duty. Everything els» 
connected with Mr. Fortune's yaru is 
a burlesque. I favored De. 
Heard's appointment from _ first 
to last, and when he wrote 
me at least a year ago, that he had 
withdrawn his papers from the state 
department, ant was no longer an ap- 
plicant, I wrote him a dennnciatory 
letter, and several months thereafter, 
possibly a year, I wrote Dr. Heard to 
send me bis papers, if he had not de- 
stroyed them, aud he did send 
them, and when I opened them 
before the president, ho was so highly 
recommended that ho appointed the 
doctor forthwith, nor was there a word 
said about my appointment, pro or con. 
So Mr. Fortaune's informant has mis- 
led him.

MANY BLACK MOHAMETAXNE. 

There ate thousands of Mabometan 
Africans in all this region. They have 
their monques and other places of relig- 
lous service, and throng thestreete in the 
enstern part of Freetown and extend 
from Sterra Leone for hundreds of miles 
in the conntry and roach out northeast 
ward to the Sahara Desert. The Ma- 
hometans are estimated at 600,000,000, 
and in many respeets they hare virtues 
w-irthy of notice, Hf not of commenda- 
tion. There are carte any nude per- 
ons found among them, the mass of 
them wer loose * gowns, some of their 
priests look venerab'e and dress accord- 
Ingly. They use no whiskies and destroy 
It whenever they have an opportunity 
of doing so. To break a demfſohn of 
«trong drink or set n «hip of Whisky on 
nre 1s a religions duty If chantity and 
polygamy can be united, they are a vir- 
tuons people, but they are «trong poly ga- 
nete and detenu t With powerful argyu- 
ments as being necessary for this c. 
mate. But they are gradually succumb 
ing. I am told, to monogamy, more from 
ceonomie reasons than moral. They 
present the examples of Abraham, I-nac, 
Da vid and a host of others in defense of 
their pet theory, as it relates to polrg- 
amy. In this particular, they are like 
our own Mormons out In Utah, They

country put together. Some have it 
that she sunk in mid ocean; others 


that the emigrants died on her daily, 
aud again, that the emigranis are all 
returning home, becanse one man and 
his wife, whom I zaw in Monrovis and 
who left while I was in Liberia, aud 
who never went a quarter of a mile 
from where they landed, saw fit to re- 
turn, When I was going from New 
York to England, there were three 
Germans on the ship, who declared, if 
they remained in the United States 
three months longer, they would have 
starved to death; that it was the worst 
country on earth. Much has been said 
about how the people were packed to- 
gether on the steamer. I did not see 
the steamer, as it had left Liberia be- 
fore I reached there, but I would like 
to ask anyone if that is not the rule?

Now, we gladly band the 
honor back to the man who was chief 
actor in conferring 1t upon ns. 

For, while we have visited Goree, 
Bathurst, Sierra Leone, Sherbro, York 
Island, Monrovia, Millsburg, he has 
gone to Accra, Quittab, Lagos, Bouny, 
Benin, Akassa, Brass, Opobo, New 
Calabar, Fernando Po, Old Calabar, 
Cameroons, Gaboon, Black Point, 
Landans, Congo, Ambrizette, Kin- 
zembo, Ambriz, Loanda, and writes 
us from Boma. Thus Dr. Smith to- 
day stands without a peer in the A. M. 
E. Church in efforts to explore the 
land of our ancestors, and advise our 
race as to their future. We do not 
know whether or not our opinions will 
accord in the future, but herenfter, 
when Dr. Smith «peaks, we sball be 
prepared to give him the homage of 
attention, and respect his views, 
whether they harmonize with ours or 
not.“ 


Bishop Turner is always generous— 
over generons when he wants to be 
but he is quite as cognizant as we are 
of the true status of Dr. Smith as an 
explorer, The Doctor, according to 
his own statement to the editor of the 
Sierra Leone Weekly News, December 
8, was never during his whole cruise 
two miles away from the deck of the 
steamer on the African continent. Yet 
he poses as an African explorer,” 
He knows nothing of Africa but what 
he has read and seen from the steamer, 

The Bishop himself bas been accensed 
of baste in getting away from Africa 
during his visits; but he cannot be 
put on a footing with ordinary visitors, 
in view of the engagements which 
press upon him on two continents, 
While working here he has to plan for 
his conferences in Americs and arrange 
to meet them. Bishop Turner cannot 
yield to Dr. Smith. He has not stated 
u ſact when he says that Dr. Smith has 
been two thousaud miles into Africa. 
Wo repeat, he has never been two 
miles into Africa. 

But Dr. Smith onght to have anffer- 
ed his tongue to cleave to the roof of

White men who pretend to come to 
Africa for exploring or any other prac- 
tical purposes remain in the country, 
do the work they come for, and either 
die or return to their country the pos- 
#omors of accurate and reliable infor- 
mation. 
Second, as to their insight and char- 
ity. Bish« p Haven and Bishop Tay- 
lor, white of the Methodist 
Episcopal church of the United States, 
have visited Liberia on official busi- 
ines They visited all the stations 
fearless]y, saw the earnestuess and la- 
bors of the people in remote districts, 
and they left the conntry pot to ridi- 
enle the courngeons (ffort of « band- 
fal of men peculiarly situated, but to 
commend and oheer and encourage 
them, and to endeavor to enlist the 
eympathy of all lovers of bumanity 
on thoir behalf. 
No wonder thinking Liberians have 
ocoptempt for colored Americans who, 
with all their talents and advantages, 
will not make s single sacrifice of any 
kind to build up this Negro State, bat 
will prate and ewagger and bluster 
abont its deficiences. — From The La- 
gos Weekly Record.
